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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1-6,8,10, and 1 1 are withdrawn from furtlier consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or Uniting claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 17 
April 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 12, 13, 16 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Motonari et al, 7, 087,530, as set forth in the Office action mailed 13 February 
2008. 
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5. The applied reference lias a common assignee witli tine instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1 ) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 

1 .131 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 13 May 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that '530 does not disclose specific examples of the 
use of both simple particles consisting of either organic and inorganic particles, and 
composite particles comprising both inorganic and organic particles. The examiner 
agrees that there are no specific examples, but does not agree that the disclosure 
present is not enough for a prima facie case of obviousness. '530 broadly discloses 
that both simple and composite particles of both inorganic and organic particles can be 
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used in tine disclosed polishing slurry. The examiner agrees that '530 does not disclose 
the claimed ranges of materials, however, without a showing that the claimed ranges 
are critical to the method, that is, that the method would not be possible without the 
claimed ranges, the examiner considers that such ranges would be obvious, for the 
predictable result of providing a desired material removal rate from the workpiece. 
Please refer to MPEP 2123. It is noted that the table shown in applicant's specification, 
page 45, does not compare a slurry with unspecified simple and composite particles to 
applicant's invention.
